Mr. Venable declares that recent

Winnipeg, Man., September 29.—Admitting paralyzing raids on the 
treasury of the home mission board of the Southern Baptist convention 
and blaming his flight on blackmailers in whose clutches he had been for 
some time, Clinton S. Carnes, broken in spirit and sick of body, tonight 
announced that he wanted to be returned to Atlanta immediately and “get 
this business over with as quickly as possible.” : 

His face pallid and his whole physical being apparently wrecked, 
Carnes declared that although he had stolen from the mission board his 
peculations were not nearly a million dollars but “much less that sum,” 
adding that the high figure was set 
as the result of the exaggerated ru- 
mors emanating from various sources 
in Atlanta. 

Carnes Watched 10 Days. 

As Carnes confessed his misdeeds 
fo the detectives who arrested him 
| here Friday night, Chief Chris New-| 
| ton, of the Winnepeg police depart- 
ment broke his silence on the events 
tleading up to the arrest ot Carnes, | 
revealing that the fugutive treasurer 


had been under surveillance for ten 
days after the police kad been in- 
formed that Carnes, posing in Winni- 
peg as Frank L. Lewis, American 
businessman, bore a close resemblance 
to pictures of the abseonding mission 
board treasurer which had been pub- 
lished in the Winnipeg newspapers. 

“Original investigation of ‘Frank 
I. Lewis’ came after a Winnipeg so- 
licitor had informed me _ that a 
client believed this man with whom 
he had come in contact might be 
the missing church official from At- 
lanta,” Newton said, adding that he} 
could not and would not reveal the} 
‘name of the solicitor’s client. How- 
ever it was stated positively that the 
|informant was a man, not a woman 
as first indicated.

UF SOUTH OUTLINED 


Tremendous possibilities in the de- 
velopment of the paper industry and 
other chemical industries in the south. 
and particularly in Georgia, were 
pointed out Saturday night by Charles 
Holmes Herty, advisor of The Chemi- 
cal Foundation, Inc., of New York, 
and former Georgian, in an address 


before members of the Georgia section 
of the American Chemical society, and 
of the chamber of commerce at the 
Chamber of Commerce building. 

Mr. Herty advised bankers to put 
their money into the paper industry 
in the south rather than in the north. 
He expressed the opinion that chem- 
istry will be able to render the slash 
pine entirely suitable for the manu- 
facture of a high grade of paper. The 

problem of getting the pine ready for 
the sulphite treatment is not going to 
be as difficult as most people be- 
lieve, as the chemist will be able to 
find out how to get the rosin out 
economically if it proves that there 
is too much rosin in the wood, he said. 

The southern pine fibre is longer 
and stronger than that of the Can- 

.adian spruce, and the pine bleaches 

well when free of rosin, he said. Mr. 

*Herty said that Georgia slash piue 
will- grow 2.9 tons per acre a year 
where the Canadian spruce grows only 
4 of a ton, at the age of 30 years. 

Mr. Herty said that he is planning 
to spend a part of his time each month 
in Georgia to aid in solving the chemi-| & 
cal industry’s problems here.

The outlook for a splendid attend- 
ance and interesting program at the 
twelfth annual convention of the 
Bankhead National Highway associ- 
ation, which meets in Atlanta Octo- 
ber 9 and 10, is encouraging, accord- 
ing to reports received and announced 
by J. A. Rountree, director general of 
the association, of Birmingham.

Commercial Failures in 
Southeast Show Decline 
and Production by Cot- 
ton Mills Is on Increase.

Retail business in Atlanta as re- 
flected in the report of department 
stores showed increases of 15.7 per 
eent from January 1 to August 31, 
1928, as compared to the correspond- 
ing period the preceding year, and 
Atlanta led all southern cities in the 
sixth federal reserve district in its 
increases in this line of trade, accord- 
ing to the monthly review of the At- 
lanta Federal Reserve bank, made 
public Saturday. 

For the month of August, 1928, 
the retail sales in Atlanta amounted 
to 18.9 per cent more than for the 
corresponding month the preceding 
year, it was announced. In the six 
months’ figures, Nashville, with an 

7.2 per cent was next 


increase of ‘%. 
in rank to Atlanta. For the month 


of August, Nashville also was second 
but only had a percentage of 1.9 per 
cent increase. All other cities in the 
district showed slight decreases for 
August. 

Increases were shown in August 
over July, 1928, in volume of trade 
both by retail and wholesale firms, 
it was announced. 

Continuing the month 
clares: 

Commercial Failures Decline. 

“Commercial failures declined and 
production by reporting cotton mills 
increased, but declines were shown in 
bank deposits, debit to individual ac- 
counts, and in building statistics,” 
the review said. 

“August sales by reporting depart- 
ment stores were 12 per cent greater 
than in July, and due to increases at 
Atlanta and Nashville, averaged 1:5 
per cent greater than in August last 
year. Sales by wholesale firms in- 
creased nearly 20 per cent in Au- 
gust over July, but continued at a 
level somewhat lower than of a year 
ago. 

The review said “production 
both coal and pig iron in Alabama 
is at a lower level than at the same 
time last year, but coal output in 
Tennessee shows an increase over Au- 
gust last year. 

Crops Show Decrease. 


“The September 1 estimates by the 
United States-department of agricul- 
ture indicate decreases in the sixth 
district, compared with 1927 in the 
crops of cotton, corn, wheat, oats, 
hay, sweet potatoes and peanuts, but 
increases in tobacco and white pota- 
toes and fruits. 

“Commercial failures were smaller 
by 34 per cent, in liabilities, than in 
July and less than half of the total 
for August, 1927. Savings deposits 
of 85 reporting: banks were 2.5 great- 
er than a year ago.”

Official Declares Two

OFFICIALS SILENT 
ON LATEST STEP 


Agents Will Await Fur- 
ther Instructions From 
Mrs. Mable Willebrandt 
Before Proceeding. 


Special agents of the department of 
justice Saturday were forced to post- 
pone their proposed start of the in- 
vestigation of the Atlanta federal peni- 
tentiary when they were denied the 
right to interview witnesses: by War- 
den John W. Snook because of lack 
of proper credentials from high of- 
ficials of the Washington bureau. 

C. C. Speer and W. M. Boland, 
agents who were not permitted to 
open the long heralded probe, returned 
to their rooms at the Robert: Fulton 
hotel ‘to await further instructions 
from Mrs. Mable Walker Willebrandt, 
assistant attorney general and head of 
the prison department of the federal] 
government, 

Warden Not Instructed. 

Thomas C. Wilcox, agent who left 
the city presumably for Washington 
late Friday, was armed with the au- 
thority to proceed, but when he was 
recalled the warden, it is said, did not 
have instructions to permit Speer and 
Boland to proceed. 

Speer declined to 
status of the inquiry Saturday night, 
saying he was acting under instruc- 
tions of the department of justice 
and could give out no information. 

Mr. Snook also declined to affirm 
or deny that the probe had been at- 
tempted or that he had prevented it 
from proceeding. He stated instruc- 
tions from superiors at Washington 
kept him from making. any statement. 
He has maintained this stand ever 
since The Constitution exclusively 
printed the story of the incarceration 
of a Peter Hansen, alleged to be Wil- 
liam Larsen, a department operative, 
sent to the institution to gather infor- 
mation concerning administration of 
the pen. 

No Record of Trial. 

Hansen was sent up from Detroit, 
but a search of the records there fail- 
ed to reveal the trial or conviction of 
the “prisoner.” 

Department officials at Washington 
have denied that Hansen was a 
“planted agent” placed there to 
Snook,” and have explained that the 
present probe is not a general one, as 
has been reported, but the regular 
semi-annual check-up. 

The prisoner was admitted on a 
commitment from Detroit for a year 
and a day on charges of having vio- 
lated the federal prohibition laws. 
When he applied for a parole last 
March, it was refused, and he was 
transferred to Leavenworth and after- 
wards released. 

While in the prison, Hansen com- 
municated with a man, supposed to 
have been his business partner, Ed 
Sweitzer. A check of the addresses at 
Detroit shows that the address is the 
same as that of Thomas Wilcox, who 
is head of the Detroit bureau of the 
department of justice.

Important Reasons. 

“There are important and vital rea- 
sons for the return of the republican 
administration, but this is not one of 
them.’ 

Hoover's statement supplemented 
one issued last night in which he 
reiterated the declaration he made in 
his acceptance speech against religi- 
ous intolerance in American politica] 
affairs. 

Before he made that speech he is- 
sued the instructions on which Dr. 
Hubert Work, chairman of the repub- 
lican national committee, sent notice 
to all republican party officials and 
workers that neither religion nor pro- 
hibition were to be treated as issues 
in this campaign.

Wheat 
closed unsettled 1-2 to 2c net lower, 
oats unchanged to 1-4c off and pro- 
visions unchanged to a rise of 350c. 

Corn Holds Light. 

All eyes in the grain trade turned 
today to the corn pit here, where a 
battle royal was looked for between 
powerful speculative forces. On one 
side were a group of dealers who in 
July as a consequence of previous 
operations had acquired ownership of 
some millions of bushels of corn here, 
the largest accumulation anywhere in 
the United States and who were ap- 
parently hoping to realize large profits. 
Against this group were another hardy 
set who held opposite views of corn 
values based on the effect of indica- 
tions of a bountiful supply of new 
corn soon to be available.

FEEDS: IMPROVE 
FOR PAST WEEK 


Demand for feedstuffs, with the ex- 


ception of wheat mill feeds, improved 
and prices were unchanged to higher 
during the week ending September 27, 
according to the Grain, Hay and Feed 


Market News Service of the United 
States Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics. The wheat feed market was 
weak due to large offering and slow 
demand. 

Concentrate markets were firm with 
prices advanced at most markets. The 
cottonseed meal markets were firm, 
principally as the result of a fair de- 
mand for limited offerings. Picking 
and ginning of cotton crop has made 
good progress in some sections, result- 
ing in considerable seed movement. 
Some crop deterioration was reported 
in the eastern part of the cotton belt 
due to the recent high winds, heavy 
rains and flooded lowlands. Oil mills 
were beginning to crush in volume in 
eastern areas. ‘The corn by-products 
market was unchanged. Alfalfa meal 
was higher on alfalfa hay advance at 
distributing markets. 

The demand for feeds continued 
good at Atlanta with soft winter bran 
quoted on September 26 at $37 per 
ton: an advance of $1 for the past 
week. Gray shorts advanced $2.50 to 
$45.50 per ton. Linseed meal was 
quoted at that market at $57.50 and 
cottonseed meal at $37 per ton. Hulls 
were quoted at $8.00 per ton. Corn- 
feed meal was firm at $453 per ton, 
but gluten feed and alfalfa meal were 
unchanged. 

Firm hay markets reflected this sea- 
son's shorter supply of hay, although 
the demand was only moderate during 
the week for fairly liberal market of- 
ferings. Pastures continue good east 
of the Mississippi, but in some sec- 
tions are dry, particularly in the Ohio 
valley. Hay was in good demand -at 
Atlanta, stimulated by the week’s cool 
weather, and No. 1 alfalfa was quoted 
on September 26 at $34.50 and No. 1 
timothy at $24 per ton. A little No. 
1 Johnson grass hay was being of- 
fered at Birmingham and was sold 
immediately. No. 2 Johnson grass hay 
was being offered freely, but the de- 
mand was slow. No. 1 timothy prices 
declined $1 per ton at that market 
this week and quoted at $22 per ton, 
immediate shipment. Alfalfa was firm 
and timothy steady at Memphis. Re- 
ceipts were about equal to trade re- 
quirements at Baltimore as the de- 
mand for the better hay was only 
moderate and slow for the poorer 
stuff. The hay situation at Cuincin- 
nati was dull, due partially to the 
limited demand from the southern buy- 
ers who seemingly were being sup- 
plied locally.

SHIPMENTS TURN 
ACTIVE FOR WEEK 


Following the recent active ship- 
ments of fruits and vegetables, market 
supplies were quite liberal and an une 
settled price situation prevailed, Poe 
tatoes, sweet potatoes, pears, canta- 
loupes and celery showed a tendency 
to decline, and some price recessions 
were recorded. Cabbage was about 
the only line to advance last week, 
Most other products held nearly steady 
or made slight irregular changes. The 
fall produce market has scarcely set 
its pace as yet. Some improvement is 
likely to occur with the approach of 
cooler weather. 

The total volume of shipments wag 
not equal to corresponding figures of 


last season, and remained close to 29,- 
UU cars. Grapes led, with slightly 
over 7,000 cars, followed by potatoes 
with 5,500 and aples with 4,800. No 
other product exceeded 1,600 cars dure 
ing the week. A sudden gain in apple 
shipments nearly offset decreases in 
other lines. Compared with late Sepe- 
tember last season, movement of appleg 
and cantaloupes was much heavier, bug 
most other products were not so activg 
as a year ago. 
Potato Markets Weak 


_ Potato movement on one day wag 
fully 1,000 cars, but total for the week 
was 0,030, compared with 4,120 the 
preceding week aad 6,000 cars during 
the corresponding period a year AZO, 
Shipments from New Jersey and Long 
Island decreased sharply, as 75 peg 
vent of the Jersey crop has been mare 
keted. Kansas and Missouri, on the 
other hand, registered gains during the 
week and forwarded 520 cars together, 
All the leading northern and western 
states increased their output, Maing 
shipping 1,000 and Colorado 740 cars, 
Fully 1,200 cars came from the north 
central region. 

_New Jersey shippers were still gete 
ting about $1 per 100 pounds, the 
same price as preyailed for light shipe 
ments trom Michigan. In Wisconsin 
and Minnesota a range of 70c to 90e@ 
was reported. ‘The situation in nortlie 
ern Maine firmed up a bit, with bulk 
Green Mountains at 60c¢ to 65c and 
Cobblers at 50c¢ to 55ce. Growers in 
western Colorado received only 40¢@ 
per 100 pounds, while the southern 
part of that state quoted a range of 
SNC to 60c. Idaho has had no kill- 
ing trost as yet, and some potatoeg 
are immature; Rurals were returning 
49¢e at southern Idaho shipping points, 
and Russet Burbanks about Tic. Yakie 
ma growers were preparing to dig 
their late potatoes. Prices paid by 
city dealers were generally lower than 
the week before, most jobbing sales of 
sacked stock being within a range of 
$1 to $1.50 per 100 pounds. The Chi- 
cago carlot market quoted northern 
round whites lower at S&5e to Oe 
Early Ohios at $1.05 to $1.15 and 
Idaho Rurals at $1.25 to $1.35. Vir- 
ginia barrels were selling generally at 
$1.75 to $2.75. 

Reports continue to be received of 
crop damage from blight and rot If 
these reports are substantiated, it 
may mean a reduction in the crop ese 
timates for some of the north centra] 
states and in the northeastern terris 
tory. Shipments also may be cure 
tailed. Minnesota appears to havyé 
suffered considerably from excessiva 
rainfall. Wisconsin Hkewise reportg 
some damage. 

Onions Nearly Steady. 

Some signs of weakness developed 
in the onion market, although priceg 
fairly well maintained. Little 
inquiry was reported in. the Connectie 
cut valley of Massachusetts, and the 
asking price there was $3 per 1. 
pound sack, compared with sales ig 
western New York at $3.50 and in 
western Colorado at $2.35. The Michi- 
gan season was opening at a range of 
$3.40 to $3.50 for best yellow onions, 
Leading consuming centers quoted 
eastern and midwestern yellows at 
$2.25 to $4 per sack, whites at $3 to 
$5.75 and Iowa Red Globes at $2.2: 
to Western Valencia-type onions 
were jobibng at $2.85 to $3.75. About 
half the Yakima valley crop has been 
shipped. About 10 carloads arrived 
from Spain, which jobbed at $2 to 
$2.25 per crate. Domestic shipments 
inereased to 1,550 cars for the week 
chiefly from Indiana, the north centra 
region, and Utah and Idaho. 

Peach markets were not very ace 
tive; total shipments for the week 
dropped to 1.400 cars. Movement wag 
decreasing in Michigan and Colorado, 
but had increased to 730 ears from 
New York state. Bushel baskets of 
best Elbertas were selling at New York 
shipping points around §$1.10@1.25, 
and the Michigan f. o. b. market was 
dull at $1.25. Boxes returned only 
Toe at western Colorado points. A 
general jobbing rangs of $1.00@ 2.50 
per bushel was reported in the leade 
ing terminal markets. ; 

Lettuce Acreage. 


Plantings of winter lettuce in foug 
states probably will total 51,570 acres 
compared with 38,100 last season and . 
43,680 acres two years ago. Acree 
age of lettuce for winter shipment has 
been rapidly increasing in Arizona 
and may amount to 17,000 acres this 
season. Four years ago that state 
had only 6,000 acres. Plantings in 
Imperial Valley of California,may be 
: * an increase of about 50 per 
cent over 1927, but not quite so many 
acres as in 1926. Florida and Texe 
as tagether expect to have 2,570 acres 
of winter lettuce. 

The Colorado season was about fine 
ished; latest reports from shipping 
points showed a range of $3.00@3.25 
per crate of four to five dozen heads, 
with demand rather limited. This 
stock was jobbing in important citieg 
at $4.00@6.00, compared with Callie 
forna Iceberg type at $5.00@6.50. Th4 
two-dozen crates of Big Boston lete 
uce from New York state ranged 7T5@ 
@1.50.. The week’s shipments ine 
ereased to 910 ears, of which Calis 
fornia furnished 530, Colorado 150% 
and New York 220 cars. 

Cabbage Higher. 


The western New York cabbagé 
market was firm and demand was 
good. Domestic type advanced to $30 
@32 per ton in producing districts, 
while city dealers received $35@40, 
Because of the relatively heavy sup- 
ply in southeastern Wisconsin, «oe 
mestic stock there was bringing only¥ 
$11@12 and Danish type cabbage $14 
a ton. Cincinnati quoted northern do- 
mestic type at $25@030, as against the 
Danish at $33@35. Shpments weré 
averaging nearly 150 cars each days 
Wisconsin last week was credited witlt 
325, New York with 250 and Minne- 
sota with 150 cars. 

Only 730 cars of sweet potatoes 
were shipped, or 400 less than the 
preceding week. Sluggish condition 
of the market probably was putting 
a brake on carlot forwardings. Of 
the week’s output Virginia claimed 
500 cars, and Maryland and.New Jer- 
sey about 70 each. The city jobbing 
range on Virginia barrels was only 
$2.00@3.50.

When it comes to a_ record of 
achievement in golf the palm goes to 
Atlanta. Bobby Jones for years has 
been the great representative of At- 
lanta in international and national 
golf, but the whole golfing population 
of the southern city has played a fine 
part in developing the game. 

No other city has produced two such 
great players as Jones and Mrs. Alexa 
Stirling Frazer, one an international 
and national champion, the other a 
national champion. But aside from 
producing these skilled players, At- 
lanta las accomplished other things 
for golf. 

No eity has been more appreciative 
of the victories of its players than At- 
lanta, where Lobby has often been re- 
ceived alter a major triumph like a 
warrior returning home in the days 
of ancient history. There has been 
more than one parade up VDeachtree 
street when the citizens have given 
Jones the victor’s crown. 

Great Amateur Golfers. 

Atlanta's greatest golfers have keen 
amateurs, yet that city has not forgot- 
ten the professionals, for it gave them 
the most generous purse in the history 
of the game when the southern open 
was held at East Lake in 1927. This 
championship was won by Jones, with 
many strokes to spare. He showed 
the home folks how he did it.

After that he kept climbing 
the golfing ladder of fame until he 
reached the top. 

Finest Woman Golfer. 

Mrs. Frazer was undoubtedy the 
finest woman golfer developed in 
America, until the advent of Miss 
Glenna Collett, and between them 
there is little to choose. 

To. the executive committee of the 
Tinited States Golf association At- 
lanta has given Thomas B, Paine, an 
active worker for the game. Altogeth- 
er. Atlanta's contribution to national 
golf has been a colorful one.

He will have 
another try in 1930, when the Ameri- 
can Walker cup team makes the pleas- 
ant pilgrimage to Europe.

The story of the next eight years 
is likely to be that of the last eight 
—volume production in all reality, 
but no tremendous increases from 
vear to year. The industry will do 
well indeed if it utilizes even present 
facilities for output to their full, to 
say nothing of plant expansions near- 
ing completion, under way and plan- 
ned. There is still considerably more 
potential production than present or 
immediate absorption by the market 
can possibly care for. With few or 
no exceptions, the important makers 
are “tooled up” for more cars and 
trucks than the present sales force 
could dispose of. The fact that sales 
denartments generally report unfilled 
orders does not 
of the manufacturers. 

Wotting the country with assembly 
lines and warehouses for parts has 
been the outstanding activity of the 
present year. ‘Th. effort has been 
to satisfy insistent local demand for 


new cars in the shortest possible de- 
livery time and for the immediate 
availibility of maintenance parts and 
accessories.

There is now an accredited school 
in every county in the state with the 
exception of Baker, Brantley, Chatta- 
hoochee, Echols and Qnitman, and 
each county receives $1,000 annually 
through the state department of edu- 
cation for rural students.

ingly. The peril to representa- 
tive, democratic government re- 
sulting from nonparticipation of 
its citizens in it cannot be esti- 
mated. It is not enough, how- 
ever, to “get out the vote.” £ 
mere doubling of the number that 
goes to the polls means nothing. 
To be of value it is necessary 
that each vote cast be an ih- 
telligent, informed vote. Neither 
the education of voters who do 
not vote nor the voting of vot- 
ers who are not educated is of 
any service to the public. 
Observance of citizenship day 
with equal opportunity for all 
men and measures to be pre- 
sented constitute an ideal fall 
meeting. Personal work is in- 
valuable in educating the voter 
and in getting him to the polls. 
Be not content in merely cast- 
ing your own vote. ‘Try, at 
least, to double it; and if pos- 
sible. to triple it.

Story of Liberty Bell 
Told to D. A. Ros 


Mrs. John W. Daniel, state edi- 
tor, sent in the following story of the 
Allentown Liberty Bell as written by 
1). Allen DeLong and captioned ‘‘Al- 
lentown’s Liberty Bell,” by D. Allen 
DeLong. 

Aa though a master hand had torn 
aside the veil which has hidden so 
many of our country’s precious relics, 


the Liberty bell which rang out the 
glad tidings of independence in the 
former village of Northampton, now 
Allentown, Pa., was recently discov- 
ered, after it had stood behind the door 
of a wealthy man’s home for over 40 
years, with its significance unknown, 
Allentown (or Northampton) was one 
of the election seats in Northampton 
county, Easton rating as the county 
seat. The patriots of this section 
heard with intense fervor the activi- 
ties in Philadelphia. Swift couriers 
brought to outlying territories the 
copies of America’s declaration of inde- 
pendence, and on July 8, 1776, the 
election assembly bells were rung 
throughout the colonies, summoning 
the people to hear it read. The day 
had a double significance in Pennsyl- 
vania, for, in addition to the declara- 
tion's reading, the people were to vote 
for delegates to the first constitutional] 
convention in Philadelphia. 

The only bell in Allentown was 
hanging in the belfry of Zion Re- 
formed church. Following the an- 
nouncement contained in the great 
American document of liberty, the peo- 
ple elected Peter Rhoads as one of 
the delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention. Historically inclined resi- 
dents of Allentown had been seeking 
for years to discover the whereabouts 
or fate of the Allentown Liberty bell. 


The records of Zion Reformed church, 


preserved for over 155 years, 
carefully examined. 

It was discovered that the bell had 
been presented to the church in 1769 
by Leonhart Abel and his wife Sa- 
lome. ‘They were members of a pio- 
neer German family which acquired 
considerable Jand in Lehigh valley. 
They have many descendants living in 
this section most of whom have chang- 
ed their name to Appel or Apple, the 
Amerieanized version of the hame 
Abel. In 1790, the congregation of 
Zion Reform church bought @ larger 
bell. and sold the original Liberty bell 
to the trustees of the Allentown aca- 
demy, the first institution of its kind 
in this vicinity. It hung there for 
over 100 years, until the property was 
purchased by Joseph Ruhe. . He alter- 


ed the building into a fine mansion, ) 


retaining the bell because of Its his- 
toric connection with the school, and 
it stood unmolested in the vestibule 
of his home until this year. is 

The bell is not large, weighing in 
the neighborhood of 100 pounds. The 
clapper is gone.

Simple Tests Show 
Value of Asbestos 


Three Rules Given for Ob- 


taining Max’mum Heat Sav- 
ing; Material Not Costly. 


Nowedays the home buyer is pretty 
certain to find his heating plant cov- 
ered with white insulating material 
which he is told Prob- 
ably it is asbestos, but the story does 
not end there. Unless the buyer is 
alert he may not be getting what 
thinks he is getting. The presence 
of asbestos on a pipe does not mean 
that there will be maximum fuel sav- 
ing unless there is sufficient asbestos 
covering, and this of an efficient con- 
struction. 

The following simple tests will show 
how efficient the pipe covering is: 
Test No. 1—Stick a penknife dia- 
metrically into the covering until the 
point strikes the pipe. Mark the 
place, remove the knife and note the 
thickness the blade has penetrated. 
For efficiency there should be no less 
than three-quarters of an inch and 
no less than three plies of corruga- 
tions, 

Test No. 2—Move 
covering the points and examine the 
ends of the lengths of covering. If 
they are mashed or broken heat will 
escape at those joints and the bands 
will not compensate for the loss. 

Test No. 3—When the heating plant 
is operating, note whether the cellar is

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Walls of Stone 
May Be Built By 
Several Methods 


BY ARTHUR BATES LINCOLN. 
Stone has been recognized. as a yal- 
unable material for building purposes 
since the prehistoric days of the cave 
among the rocks on a hillside. It was 
a material alwa.. at hand and was 
liberally used during medieval times to 
make the fortresses proof against hos- 
tile attack. In certain sections of 
America the early colonists found 
stone available and thus we see today 
the Pennsylvania Dutch homes with 
their rugged stone walls still defying 
the elements after several centuries. 
Stone is quarried for building pur- 
poses as either rubble stone or dimen- 
sion stone. The former is of any ir- 
regular size suitable for eutting into 
ashlar about 12 inches high by 24 
inches long. Dimension stone is cut 
to the sizes required by the particular 
building for which it cut. Rub- 
ble -is sold by ton or carload. Dimen- 
sion 1s always figured by cubie foot, 
The commonest stone construction 
for small_residences is rubbl work, 
Stones of varying sizes are laid up in 
the wall just as they are received from 
the quarry, the largest-ones broken up 
with a hammer.

“ashlar.” If each course is laid with 
stones of uniform height it is “¢oursed 
ashlar;” where stones of varying 
occur in the same course 
“broken ashlar.” Expensive quarried 
stone cut with a chisel is called “cut 
work.” Lime stone, granite and sand 
stone are generally so handled. Houses 
of these materials would hardly be 
considered small homes. 

The rubble stone walls most com- 
mon in the small house are laid up 
about 18 inches thick. It is seldom 
possible to work to exact thickness 
because of the varying sizes of the 
stones, but the wall must be at least 
this size to adequately floor and roof 
loads. In laying rubble work it is 
desirable to have many bond stones 
extending completely through the wall. 
Portland cement mortar is best, al- 
though lime mortar is often used. It 
is not custo) ary to color the mortar 
joints in rubble stone construction, the 
natural gray mortar giving the best 
appearance,

Some, at least, of the international 
problems that are thought of in con- 
nection with Poland do not exist at all 
in that country. At least so the Voles 
declare. For example, the supposed 
question of the Polish corridor. There 
is no such question, say the Poles, 
Kiven if they admit that there has been 
such a question they say it is an- 
swered completely and finally. The 
corridor is there and it is going to 
stay, if they have anything to say 
about it. 

Then there is the little matter about 
Lithuania, which periodically upsets 
the council of the League of Nations. 
Ask the Poles’ what is the answer te 
the Lithuanians and they say, “One 
laughs.” 

Even though 
are nonchalantly eliminated, Poland 
still has international relations’ to 
think about, One man, long a resident 
of Warsaw and having wide oppor- 
tunity for observation, sums up the 
attitude of the Voles in this way: 
“They distrust the English, they dis- 
like the Germans and they are not 
afraid of the Russians. France they 
accept as a necessary irritant.” 

These attitudes are not diffieult to 
explain. The Poles feel that they 
would have fared better in the short 
period of their reunited life except 


these two questions

aggrandizement. The Poles are = con- 
vineed that Great Britain is inherent- 
ly selfish and that if London shows 


‘any friendship for Warsaw it is for 


England's benefit and not Poland's. 
Toward the Germans, Poland mani- 
fests the natural reaction against long 
years of resentment against German 
contempt. The German: is still some- 
what inclined to think of himself as 
the natural overlord of eastern Eu- 
rope. The Pole is very much inclined 
to see that the German does not get 
away With it. There are perfectly good 
economie reasons for the lack of prog- 
ress in the negotiations for a German- 
Polish commercial treaty. . Dut these 
difficulties are undoubtedly enhanced 
by the mutual antipathy. 
“The Russian army invaded Poland 
and came within sight of Warsaw in 
1920, and the country was saved 


llargely by timely French assistance. 


The Poles are confident that Russia 
could not turn that trick again. Since 
that time they have organized one of 
the best armies in Europe. They have 
no fear but that it can stop any new 
Russian invasion. 

Gratitude towards France, both for 
this assistance and for the efforts of 
French diplomacy in reestablishing 
Poland as_an independent nation was 
a natural reaction. But the gratitude 
of nations is not long-lived, especially 
where a measure of condescension 
enters into the relation, and France 
is likely to be condescending toward 
her protege. France has other habits 
that Poland does not like. Taris 
charged the young country a very 


fancy price for a lot of second-hand | 
‘war material that she herself did not 


need. And there. is a cruiser up in 
the Polish harbor of Gdynia. The 
eruiser was once French, but it has 
since become the Polish navy. On its 
deck an admiral serves tea to visiting 
naval officers. From its guns salutes 
ean be fired. But like many another 
dowager it canont get far under its 
own power. eet 

While Poland is in.a political sense 
a child of France, in some economic 
sense it might be fathered upon Uncle 
Sam. It was Professor Kemmerer and 
his commission that laid out in min- 
ute detail the plans’ for the economic 
development of the new Poland. Po- 
land is following these plans with a 
commendable assiduity. At the same 
time, being a proud infant and not 
caring to spoil its parent by too much

They 
invariably picture the American capi- 
talist at the end of a pipe line through 
which flows an endless stream of gold. 
The idea that the capitalist is invest- 
ing certain sums of money for the 
purpose of making profits appears not 
to have entered their heads. Their 
idea is to go after his gold supply 
hard and often.

The Poles 
set to work to rebuild what was de- 
stroyed and to build anew the equip- 
ment of a modern nation. Now their 
houses are in repair, their fields are 
cultivated, their industries are flour- 
ishing and they have reduced nunem- 
ployment to well under 100,000, a 
comparatively small figure in a popu- 
lation of 30,000,000. In addition to 
this. thanks to the preeminent popu- 
larity and velvet-gloved dictatorship 
of Marshal Pilsudski, their govern- 
ment runs in a reasonably orderly 
fashion. All in all, the country has 
done extremely well with the facilities 
which were available. 

In the matter of government a douht 
insistently creeps in. Marshal Pilsud- 
ski is apparently firmly entrenched. 
His popularity is great; and while he 
refuses to hold office except as min- 
ister of war he is the real ruler of 
the country.

That is the foundation. upon which our 
constitution was built. But unless the peo- 
ple vote the ideal is defeated. 


The “exercise of the franchise is a 
sacred duty,’’ but the stafe has taken 
care to limit the duty to the democrat, 
who, when he goes to “the primary 
which which is “equivalent to elec- 
tion,” will not be permitted to vote 
for state officers unless he will give a 
pledge to vote for Governor Smith. 
This careful limitation of ‘the suffrage 
we are told is “government by, of and 
for.the people.”

Following is the full text of the 
Dver bill, an infamous sectional meas- | 
ure intended to penalize innocent peo- | 
ple in the south. 

The republican party sponsors it, | 
and Mr. Hoover has expressed his un- | 
qualified approval of it: 

A bill to assure to persons within the 

jurisdiction of every state the equal pro- 
tection of the jaws, and te punish the crime 
of lynching. 
Be it enacted by the senate and house of 
representatives of the United States of 
America in congress assembled, That the 
phrase ‘‘mob or riotous assemblage when 
used in this act shall mean an assemblage 
composed of three or more persons acting 
in concert, without authority of law, for 
the purpose of depriving any person ot bis 
lite, or doing him physical injury. 

Section 2. If any state or governmental 
subdivision thereof fails, neglects, or re-

The Golden Isles of Guale 


This is the Fourth in a Series of 


Georgia. 


Articles on the Coastal Isiands of 


Six large off-shore islands on the 
Georgia coast, Cumberland, Jekyl, St. 
Simons, Sapeloe, St. Catherine and 
Ossabaw, are shown on old charts as 
“The Golden Isles of Guale,” and for 
nearly four centuries have been 
crowded with history and romance. 


Gaule was the northerly province of | 


Klorida and included these islands and 
a narrow strip of mainland opposite 
them. Portuguese explorers 


and Spanish ‘settlements dotted the 
entire chain in 1566, the first in all 
Florida following the establishment ol 
St. Augustine the previous year. 
Spanish missions, first by Jesuits 
and then by Franciscans, flourished 
on the Golden Isles for many years 
and long antedated the California 
missions, while around them w 
groves of oranges, lemons, figs, olives 


and pomegranates, the first in America. | 
At each mission station was also a | 


military post with a small garrison 
and this chain of forts constituted a 
threat to British possessions along 
the north Atlantic coast that led fi- 
nally to the establishment of the col- 
ony of Georgia as a buffer between 
Spanish Florida and English Caro- 
linas, 

The long triangular contest over the 
Golden Isles between the.Spanish, 
English and Indians has had scant at- 
tention in American history as writ- 
ten. The Spanish enslaved the In- 
dians of Guale and carried them to

Georgia family. All the Goldén Isles 
have ocean beaches on one side and lia 
along the “Florida Passage’, the in- 
side waterway from the East toa 
Florida resort territory. 


St. Augustine and Habana to build 
fortifications. Their tribal allies in 
the interior retaliated and massacred 
the missjonary friars on St. Catherine, 
Ossabaw, Sapeloe and St, Simons. 
Only on Jekyl and Cumberland 
the friars survive this massacre. Caro- 
linians later razed the rebuilt mis- 
sions on St. Catherine and Sapeole 
and carried off the Indian converts | 
that had been gathered there after | 
vears of proselyting in the interior. 
No Man’s Land. 

Spain practically abandoned the 
Golden Isles about 1698S and by a gen- 
tlemen's agreement with England the 
territory was no man’s land for a 
half century. Neither nation permitted 
settlement by its nationals on any of 
the islands, and the Indian tribes fol- 
lowed suit by denying the right of 
any of the Creek confederacy to live 
there, calling them the “Hunting Is- 
lands” and resorting to them for sea- 
food in winter and hunting and fish- 
ing in season. 

After the establishment of the Col- 
ony of Georgia in 1733 the islands 
became important groups of planta- 
tions growing indigo and staple food 
crops. After the Revolution the cul- 
ture of sea island cotton became the

The present limiting factor of in- 
sufficient illumination for analyzing 
an object or scene to be broadcast by 
radio is said to have been overcome 
by a new apparatus designed by C.

Instead of employing only 
one photoelectric cell for 
a picture surface at the broadcast- 


_ ing end, 2,304 tiny light-sensitive cells 
are used—representing at least 100,- 


QUO times more light than now use- 
fully applied in present radiovision or 
television methods. This radical step, 
Jenkins claims, will eventually mean 
the broadcasting of baseball games, 
inaugural ceremonies, and other out- 
door events by radio.

For example, if the picture 
surface is divided into 48 horizontal 
lines, each of these lines is assumed 
to be divided into 48 elementary areas 
for the whole picture surface.

“The picture scanning mechanism 
employed in a. device in 1884 and by

“As each aperture in the disc lies 
on its particular radius, or 48 such 
radii, and each aperture located ap- 
proximately its diameter nearcr than 
its neighbor to the axis of the disc, 
namely, in a spiral, it will be seen 
that when the disc is rotated the locus 
of each aperture in succession pro- 
duces-a linear scanning of the whole 
picture area. Because this scanning 
dise limits the illumination to the light 
which can pass through a single one 
of these tiny holes, a powerful source 
of light is required for adequate light- 
ing, just as is required in a pinhole 
camera with which it is comparable.”

Crystals and Wire Control 
Being Used in Efforts To 
Clear Waves. 


Opening up new channels in the 
ether for broadcasting by placing all 
stations operating on any single chain 
on the same frequency or waye length 
is an interestine development and one 
that has stirred a lot of conjecture 
and dispute among radio engineers and 
experts. This is the now much talk- 
ed-of “synchronization” scheme being 
considered by the federal radio com- 
mission as a new clean-up measure, 

The scheme is not new, for it has 
been tried with a reasonable amount 
of success by a small chain consisting 
of a station in Hartford, Conn.: a sta- 


tion in Columbus, Ohio, anc another 
station in St. Jouis. 

And there also has been the ease of 
the operation of the stations WBZ, 
in Springfield, Mass., and WBZA,. the 
booster station in Boston, on synelro- 
nized frequencies, These two sta« 
tions have been operating for an ex- 
period of time on the same 
wave length, with quite a measure of

Frequency Standards Used. 

oth of these experimentally syn- 
chronized chains have employed tech- 
nical means for keeping the frequen- 
cies of both or all of the stutions on 
the chain exactly constant. It must 
be remembered that even a deviation 
of a small per cent in the frequeney 
any of the tied-up stations will 
cause a heterodyne note to be heard on 
all of the stations, including the sta- 
tion that is’ at fault. The pitch of 
this interference in musical tones will 
depend upon the difference in fre- 
quency between any of the stations 
operating on the chain, Of course, 
the worst interference would occur 
betwen the station at fault and the 
nearest other station of the same 
chain. At this point the interfering 
| hote might be I®uder than the pro- 
eram,

it ean readily be seen that the 
frequency of all stations operating on 
this principle must be kept constant 
between limits that will have to be 
determined from operating experience, 
together with the known theory. 

Crystals and Wire Lines Used. 

Two methods of frequency control 
are now in general use. ‘The employ- 
ment of separate piezo-electric crystals 
at each of the stations attached tothe 
master oscillator is one of them. The 
second method is to employ a_ wire 
line between the two tations upon 
which the synchronizing impulse is 
sent from one station to her, 

in the second case the same impulse 
svnehronizes the two stations, while 
'in the first ease two ervstals are eut 
for the same frequency to control 
each station. The accuracy of the 
frequency in the first case relies on 
the accuracy of the two erystals, 
Means for getting better accuracy 
have been the subject of much experi- 
ment by goverr.ment research depart- 
ments and private research depart- 
ments alike during the last two vears 
and the accuraey that can be obtained 
gauged by various experts as be- 
tween ten and tweny-five evcles in the 
broadcast band A few experts have 
estimated the error to be as hich 
LO for temperature-controlled 
erystal installations. Obviously, this 
error would be too great for synchro- 
nized work, because a 100-cyele note 
would interefer badly with reception 
on good modern receiving apparatus, 

Problems Ahead. 

The problem really develops itself 
into the feasibility of accurate con- 
trol of the frequency of all the sta- 
tions on the cLain as a first consider- 
ation, and some experts agree that a 
satisfactory solution ean be found, 
That this is so is partly substantiated 
by the reasonable suecess of the pio- 
neer chain utilizing this principle. 

(Ine alleged disadvantage f 
principle is the claim that stafions 
operating on this chain and. within 
a certain local reception area will 
have to utilize the complete chain pro- 
gram and will lose somewhat of both 
their independence and _ personality. 
Obviously, two such stations could not 
have different programs, even if their 
frequency were exact. The two pro- 
grams would interfere at certain 
points between the two stations and

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Baseball on the Fly 


Our National Game Is a Terror of Mobs, Hot Dogs, Scorecards and Dust for the Average Fan, Who 
Gets to the Park Late, and Then Leaves Early to Avoid the Rush

championships of the world 
are won in the barber shops 

of America. 

What will become of the national 

me when the present generation of 
Bair cutters passes away, one can only 
guess. The old-fashioned barber shop 
with its red plush chairs and its cabinet 
of private shaving mugs is already 
extinct; the “Modern Priscilla’ has 
replaced the “Police Gazette’’ on the 
fable, and the blended aroma of bay 
rum and cigar smoke has yielded to 
the heavy fragrance of narcisse noir. 

But the man behind the chair 1s, 
at heart, the same. He no longer 
“rides the razor;’’ his touch is delicate, 
and he refrains from blowing the cut 
hair down the back of the customer’s 
neck—-yet his interest in professional 
athletics is as keen as ever. He will 
not speak unless he is spoken to; but 
speak to him once in his own language 
and you will earn his undying grati- 
tude. 

As the world series approaches, bar- 
bers wear a haunted, wistful look. 
They are full of opinions, averages, 
statistics and reminiscences of former 
world series, but they have no one to 
talk to. 

“You’re the first man that’s sat in 
this chair since last Tuesday,’’ No. 3 
at the Elite Tonsorial Salon confided 
to me yesterday as he cut my hair, 
“I can remember the time when the 
only woman who ever came into this 
shop was Aunt Hettie Bodfish. She 
was one of the original suffragettes, 
and she always wore her hair short. 
In those days a woman would sooner 
be seen in a saloon than in a barber 
shop. But now it’s ladies, ladies all 
day long. We had to post a notice in 
the front of the shop asking them to 
réfrain from using boisterous and pro- 
fane language, as they were driving 
away our men customers. But it 
didn't do no good; the men quit com- 
ing. Why, only last week old Colonel 
Shrubb dropped in to get trimmed up 
for the G. A. R. convention, and be- 
fore I realized what I was doing 1 had 
given his whiskers a wind-blown bob. 
Just force of habit. 

“But the worst of the barbering 
trade nowadays is the conversation 
that goes with it. Most of the girls 


who come in he.e don’t know a home 
run from a touchdown. Every once 
in a while | try to bring up the sub- 
ject of baseball, but it don’t mean a 
thing to the girls. 

“Five years ago | could have told 
you the batting averages of every 
player in the major leagues, but now 
all | know is who played opposite 
Greta Garbo in ‘Hearts Aflame’ and 
what John Barrymore’s next fillum is 
going to be. This feminine chentele 
is ruining my education.” 

Every baseball enthusiast can sym- 
pathize with the barber. In profession- 
al sports, when physical participation 
is confined to a few, the majority of 
us must content ourselves with ver- 
bal participation. To deny a baseball 
fan his right to free and unlimited 
discussion is like cutting off the left 
hand of a southpaw pitcher. As the 
pennant race draws to a close he must 
spill the dope or burst. 

There are many devotees of ama- 
teur athletics who object to baseball 
The national sport, they maintain, is 
decidedly tinhorn. They assert that 
the money which the public pays an- 
nually for the privilege of seeing a few 
hired men perform is enough to bring 
fresh air and sunshine to thousands 
of little tenement children—overlook- 
ing the fact that a large percentage of 
the public which pays to see the hired 
men perform is made up of these same 
little tenement children, who sit in 
bleacher seats surrounded by more 
fresh air and sunshine than you could 
Shake an umbrella at. 

But their chief objection to baseball 
is that it is a vicarious form of exer- 
cise. They picture the spectators sit- 
ting supinely in the grandstand lke 
SO many proxies at a directors’ meet- 
ing while eighteen adolescent-minded 
adults acquire overdeveloped muscles, 
Palm Beach complexions and six-fig- 
ure bank accounts. 

No one who has ever attended a 
major game can deny that the average 
spectator gets as much exercise as the 
average outfielder. The baseball fan 
is a perennial with leather lungs, a 
cast iron stomach and an ability to 
get things done in a hurry.. In order 
to see at least half a game he must 
finish his day’s work early in the aft- 
ernoon. This makes for efficiency, 
speed and concentration. It means a 
sacrifice of the lunch hour and a series 


of short sprints to beat the other fel- 
lows to the gate. 

The first time I attended a big 
league ball _ I was the guest of 
Mr. Busby. He reached the park in the 
last half of the second inning. Just 
as the seasoned music lover never ar- 
rives at the opera until the firs act is 
under way, so the true baseball enthu- 
siast never arrives at a game until one 
imning has been played. This gives 
him an opportunity to open a conver- 
sation with his neighbor by asking for 
a detailed description of everything 
that has transpired since the first ball 
was pitched. 

After we found seats near the third 
base line, Mr. Busby secured a score 
card, sharpened his pencil and set to 
work. By diligent cross-examination 
of those around him (most of whom, 
like himself, had arrived late and se- 
cured their information at second 
hand) he gathered sufficient data to 
enable him to record the hits, runs 
and errors of the first and second in- 
nings. But in doing so he missed sev- 
eral important plays that occurred 
while he was engaged in statistical re- 
search. So he had to devote the best 
part of the fourth inning to finding 
out what had happened in the third. 

It was not until the last of the fifth 
inning that Mr. Busby and his. score- 
card caught up with the game. By 
this time the pangs of hunger had be- 
gun to assail him. For the benefit 
of those who have never dined in a 
grandstand I present herewith the cor- 


. Fect procedure: 


Seat yourself as near the center of 
your row as possible. When you 
sight the hot-dog vendor in the offing 
Stand up and cry, “‘Right here, Bud- 
dy!”” Buddy will ignore you. Then 
call, ‘Hey, Mac, right here!’’ Mac will 
continue on his way. But do not be 
discouraged; keep right on shouting 
and waving your arms, in spite of 
what the people behind you may say. 

Eventually you will attract the at- 
tention of the hot-dog vendor. He 
envelops a frankfurter in a roll, 
anoints it with mustard and hands it 
to Mr. Finkelstein, with a request to 
pass iton. Mr. Finkelstein hands it to 
Mr. Jackson, who hands it to Mr. 
Castalucci, who hands it to you. You 
then give Mr. Castalucci a dollar bill, 
which is relayed along the receiving 
line to the hot-dog vendor, and your 


change is returned to you by means of 
a snappy double-play—Finkelstein to 
Jackson to Castalucci. And, having 
made your neighbors ‘“‘frankfurter 
conscious,”’ for the next half hour you 
do nothing but pass food and money 
back and forth to various hot-dog 
fanciers. 

It was the middle of the sixth in- 
ning before Mr. Busby got himself 
and those around him fortified with 
sandwiches, pop and ice cream. Our 
clothes were polka-dotted with mus- 
tard which had dripped from passing 
frankfurters, and a vagrant breeze 
blew peanut shelis in our eyes. 

In the seventh inning, of course, 
everybody stood up. What would 
happen to a person who refused to 
stand up nobody knows—for nobody 
has ever had the courage to try. It is 
said that once in Philadelphia a man 
remained seated between halves in the 
seventh inning. Investigation, how- 
ever, disclosed that this man had been 
dead for three days. 

As the eighth inning ended, Mr. 
Busby tossed aside the scorecard 
which he had been filling out so care- 
fully and started for the exit. The 
aisles were already filled with people 
trudging impatiently out of the grand- 
Stand. “But the game’s not over 
yet,” I protested. ‘‘The score is tied, 
and there’s still an inning to play.” 

“Tl always leave early to avoid the 
crowd,’ explained Mr. Busby. ‘‘For 
thirty years I have been going to bal! 
games and vaudeville shows, and 
never once have I seen a ninth inning 
Or an animal act.”’ 

For the next five minutes we 
fought desperately for standing room 
on the rear platform of an over-stuff- 
ed car. “It a great idea, this leaving 
early to avoid the crowd,’ I gasped 
when we had finally succeeded in 
forcing Our way through a barricade 
of arms and legs, “but how do you 
ever find out who wins the ball 
game?” 

“Why, from the newspapers, of 
course,’ replied Mr. Busby breath- 
lessly, struggling up through the wel- 
ter of humanity and clutching at a 
Strap. “‘By the time we get home we 
can buy a sports final and read ail 
about the game we saw this afternoon. 
Going out to the ball park is all right 
aS a recreation—but it’s the home- 
work that counts!”

He is assigned to the end 
cell) nearest the guard’s desk, where 
the guard can keep a constant eye on 
him. Still another recetves a nod 
from the deputy “Back again, Har- 
grave oy leone ‘ave nods = amiably, 
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"Yes, sir, and I'd like to get in B cell 
house if you please, sir.’”” Old Calam- 
ity smiles grimly. ‘‘No use,” he re- 
plies, just as amiably, ‘‘Ostricher’s 
gone.” Ostricher is the guard who 
was caught smuggling in narcotics 
eae: after Hargrave completed his last 
rm. 

In half an hour, all the prisoners 
are “‘celled.”’ Each must then be as- 
signed to work. Half of them know 
exactly what they want to do. Dur- 
ing the long days awaiting trial they 
have made careful inquiries concern- 
ing which jobs are easiest. The tailor 
shop has the call. So the first man 
promptly replies ‘‘tailor’’ when the 
deputy asks him what he did on the 
outside. ‘‘Ever do any. busheling?”’ 
the deputy inquires casually. The 
prisoner looks blank. “Put him in 
the stone shed,” directs Old Calamity. 

Old Calamity must make his de- 
cisions with lightning-like rapidity. 
But he must be as careful as he is 
quick, as a Slight mistake can very 
easily be followed by serious conse- 
quences. More than one prison mur- 
der has been due to a deputy’s mis- 
take in assigning a convict to a shop 
where he worked with something 
which could be used as a weapon. 
Even an assignment to a clerk’s job 
in one of the offices may have seri- 
ous results. I have known several in- 
stances where such prisoners changed 
the commitments of their fellows and 
“doctored” the other records to con- 
form, so that some of the convicts 
were released a year or two before 
their time expired. 

It is Old Calamity’s business to see 
4o it that those placed in such posi- 
ions are men who can be trusted; 
otherwise almost anything can hap- 
spen. A warden of Sing Sing a few 
4years ago was forced to make good a 
Moss of eight thousand dollars caused 
‘by a prisoner forging his name to a 
“check. At another institution several 
@risoners were released following a 
fake telegram taken over the tele- 
phone by one of the prison-clerks in 
‘the office. 

With thirty or forty prisoners cell- 
ed and assigned to work, Old Calam- 
‘Gty has the balance of the day to de- 
vote to making two or three rounds 
of the institution, listening to the 
complaints of various prisoners who 
have asked for an audience, acting 
on their requests for privileges, hear- 
ing the stories of prisoners charged 
with infractions of the rules and met- 
ing out punishment to them, taking 
charge of the mess hall at meal 
times, directing the search for a pris- 
oner who escaped the day before, and 
generally being in three or four places 
and carrying on five or six conversa- 
tions at once. 

During his leisure time between 
these and his eighty or ninety other 
duties, Old Calamity makes a contart 
with his stool-pigeons (every deputy 
has them, no matter what he may say 
about it publicly) so that he can keep 
his finger on the pulse of the institu- 
tion and thwart the dozens of plots, 
counterplots, intrigues and ‘“fram- 
ings” constantly being hatched in 
every penal institution. 

By the time Old Calamity has at- 
tended to these few duties, he must 
take charge of the mess _ hall _ for 
lunch, sitting at a little raised desk 
in the front of the room. There are 
about two thousand prisoners in the 
room, a large percentage of them 

“spoiling” for some kind of trouble. 
One prisoner curses a waiter who put 
a piece of bone on his plate instead 
of meat. There is a slight ripple, a 
craning of necks, a flash of the dep- 
uty and two or three “screws” hur- 
rying to the scene—and the disturb- 
ance dies a-borning. But not always. 
Sometimes the oaths are followed 
with a blow, and in an instant a fight, 
the most welcome diversion in the 
monotony of prison life, is in full 
swing. No two gladiators ever receiv- 


ed a more enthusiastic reception. Two 
thousand men are on _ their feet, 
screaming, cursing, looking uncer- 
ainly about for some leader who will 
show them how they can use the sit- 
uation to their own advantage. 

To know the caliber of man it 
takes to be a deputy warden one must 
witness an occurrence like this. I 
once saw such a scene at the federal 
prison at Leavenworth. Plates were 
being thrown by the prisoners to show 
their appreciation of the fight, and 
the situation was beginning to look 
decidedly serious. And then, just as 
suddenly as it began, it stopped. Old 
Calamity was standing by the pugi- 
lists, calmly interrogating them. 

“Come on out,” he said softly, 
leading one of the prisoners out of 
the room and turning him over to 
a guard at the threshold. The pris- 
oners looked at one another in be- 
wilderment. What had promised to 
be a thrilling diversion had abruptly 
come to an end. ith a sigh of diWs- 
appointment they resumed their meal. 

It’s all done so calmly, so casually, 
that one would think the deputy did 
not realize his danger. But don’t 
make that mistake. There isn’t a 
day in the year when he isn’t in sim- 
ilar danger and he knows it. Buta 
deputy warden is as nearly fearless 
as it’s possible for a human to be. It 
takes more than mere fearlessness to 
make a deputy warden, but no deputy 
warden ever remained one for long 
who didn’t possess that quality in 
superabundant measure. 

At the most unexpected times 
emergencies arise which ean be met 
only by the most unflinching cour- 
age. Every deputy warden handles 
such emergencies as a_ matter. of 
course many times during the course 
of a year. I remember upon one 
occasion m the yard of the federal 
prison here in Atlanta a prisoner in 
the lines marchmg in to lunch sud- 
denly attacked the deputy. yelling at 
the same time: ‘(Come _ on, _ boys; 
we ll take the place!’’ But Old Calam- 
ity shook him off, struck him with his 
cane, and then, walking calmly up 
and down in front of the line of sev- 
eral hundred men, three-quarters of 
whom could have “‘licked’’ him in a 
fight, inquired if there were any more 
who wished to attack him, and threat- 
ened to ‘“‘spatter them against the 
wall.”’ 

1 have known this same deputy, on 
several occasions, to go unarmed into 
the barricaded cell of a prisoner who, 
table leg in hand.and half-crazed with 
rage, threatened to kill the first per- 
son who approached. Every deputy 
warden Is occasionally called upon to 
do this, as it is a common practice for 
disgruntled prisoners to barricade 
themselves in their cells and refuse 
to come out. 

At times, in order to support his 
authority and his reputation for fear- 
lessness, it is even necessary for Old 
Calamity to grandstand a little, even 
though he is in reality the most mod- 
est of men. I was once present in an 
institution when a deputy warden 
gave such a theatrical display. He 
told me that-he had heard through 
his stoolpigeons that one of the pris- 
oners had boasted he intended to kill 
him if the warden ever laid hands on 
him. “Want to see something yel- 
low?” he inquired. ‘Come down to 
the mess hall at noon and IV’! show 
you something.” : 

So I went down. After the men 
had all been seated, and before he 
gave the signal to begin eating, Old 
Calamity arose and, amid_ intense 
silence, walked down the aisle. He 
stopped about half way. ‘‘Marchant,” 
he said, addressing a tough-looking 
prisoner, “I understand you _ said 
you’d kfil me if I ever took hold of 
you. Come here.” And, his man- 
ner suddenly changing, he grabbed 
the prisoner by the coat collar. Stupe- 
fied and silly tooking, the prisoner 


arose, and in a silence which could 
be cut with a knife, allowed the dep- 
uty to lead him out of the room. 

Sometimes Old Calamity will use 
grandstand methods that smack 
strongly of comic opera to break the 
power of a leader among the pris 
oners, particularly when that leader- 
ship has become a menace to the 
safety of the institution. One such 
prisoner, who had a large following 
among the most disorderly element, 
boasted openly that some day he 
would kill the deputy warden. 

Old Calamity, learning that this 
man had been a barber, sent for him 
and said, ‘“‘I’m going to see just how 
much nerve you have. You say you're 
going to kill me. All right, I’m going 
to give you the chance. Come over 
to the barber shop with me.”” When 
they arrived Old Calamity climbed 
into one of the chairs and, without 
even looking around, said curtly, 
“Shave me.” 

The prisoner hesitated, while the 
deputy settled back comfortably in 
his chair and the other prisoner-bar- 
bers wet their suddenly-dry lips and 
looked at each other in nervous 
alarm. But Old Calamity got his 
shave without mishap, while his bar- 
ber, suddenly made ridiculous and 
craven, lost his leadership among the 
prisoners. For there is nothing, out- 
side of a stoolpigeon, that the aver- 
age convict hates more than a ‘‘four- 
flusher.”’ 


After lunch comes. ‘‘court call,”’ 
when the prisoners who have been 
“shot”? (reported) are brought before 
the deputy. One will be charged with 
talking while at work, another with 
Insolence to an officer, a third with 
Striking a guard, another with malin- 
gering in order to avoid work, still 
another with wilfully destroying prop- 
erty, four or five with wasting food, 
six or eight with fighting and any 
number with lagging behind in line. 

Every one of these prisoners is in- 
nocent, to hear him tell it. Each one 
accused of fighting was attending in- 
dustriously to his work when, without 
the slightest warning, the other man 
suddenly attacked him. Those accus- 
ed of cursing an officer explain that 
it was all a mistake, that the cursing 
was done by a man back of them, 
whose name they do not know. The 
man who threw the brick was merely 
testing his strength when the brick 
suddenly slipped out of his hand and 
nearly struck the officer. 

Faced with this contradictory evi- 
dence, Old Calamity dispenses his 
frontier justice. One man gets five 
days in the ‘‘cooler” (the solitary 
cell), another has his tobacco privi- 
lege taken away, etc. 

In addition to meting out justice to 
the prisoners, on which his reputation 
as a .*‘square-shooter”’ largely de- 
pends, Old Calamity must give the 
guards the impression that he is back- 
ing them up, whether he is or not. 
For that reason he will often give a 
reprimand to the prisoner in front of 
the guard, when he _ knows well 
enough that the fault lies with the 
guard, and not the convict. The next 
time he sees the prisoner while mak- 
ing his rounds he will stop and chat 
with him and, without directly saying 
so, give him to understand that he 
knows the rebuke he gave him was 
undeserved. 

Any one who thinks this is un- 
necessary does not know prison 
guards. They are as temperamental 
as opera singers. 

Upon one occasion, while I was in- 
spector of prisons for the federal gov- 
ernment, I found a guard who had not 
made a report against a prisoner for 
more than two years. When I ques- 
tioned him he virtuously declared that 
when he made his last report the dep- 
uty warden, instead of putting the 
man in the ‘‘cooler,” as he should 


have done, had let him off with a- 


reprimand. Then and there the guard 
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made up his mind never to report an- 
other prisoner. He left the institution 
that afternoon. 

To shift 200 men of all degrees of 
individuality and temperament, and 
keep them all feeling that they are 
getting a square deal, is a job which 
would tax the patience of a Job and 
the wisdom of a Solomon. But the 
deputy warden who isn’t able to do 
it doesn’t remain a deputy very long. 
I have seen dozens of them come and 
go, watched the prison slowly become: 
disorganized, the prisoners bitter and 
disgruntled, the guards angry and dis- 
contented—everything working slow- 
ly and surely toward the inevitable 
“bust up”’ of a bloody riot which one 
reads about at almost regular inter- 
vals. 

If by any chance Old Calamity 
should run out of work during the day 
he can begin an investigation of the 
matters reported to him in fifteen or 
twentv anonymous notes during the 
weeK. 

Depty—One of the men in C 
dormitory has got a gun. 

Deputy — Watch McCreery on 
farm. He is getting ready for a 
break. 

Deppity—tThey is six deks of junk 
in taler shop. 

Deputy—Guard Morrison is steal- 
ing steaks and cooking them for his 
dinner every night. 

There are many others of similar 
tenor. Many come from _ practical 
jokers among the prisoners who want 
to give the deputy ‘‘a run around the 
block.”” Old Calamity cannot afford 
to disregard any of them. The one 
about the gun in C dormitory may be 
a practical joke. ..Or it may be that 
one of the prisoners there has a gun 
and is awaiting a favorabie appor- 
tunity to make a break for freedom. 
Or it may even be that the prisoner 
who wrote the note has th2 gun and 
wants to frame an enemy by “plant- 
ing’’ it in the other’s matiress, the 
note being written merely to insure a 
quick ‘“‘frisk’’ of the dormitory. 

This atmosphere of anything be- 
ing likely to happen at any moment 
which surrounds Old Calamity day 
and night, year in and year out, would 
make a nervous wreck out of almost 
any one except a born deputy warden. 
Add to it the innumerable _ things 
which do happen and you get some

N the theory that, when you 
want to know exactly what 
is happening somewhere, 
there is no better way than 
to go there and find out, | 
left, one fine morning, for 

Berne, which was one of the most ac- 
tive of the German espionage centers. 

The nominal director of this center 
was Major von —, a nephew of a Ger- 
man statesman; the actual head of the 
office, however, was M. von X—. 

From this office were sent out the 
Orders and questionnaires to the Ger- 
man agents in France. It was not near 
the center of town.

headquarters of ‘“‘Abtheilung,’’ the 
anti-French espionage service. 

I will do my best to take the reader 
through the headquarters of the Ger- 
man Military Secret Service. 


At the end of the famous ‘Unter 
den Linden’’ avenue and just across 
from the Imperial palace is the Place 
de Paris, upon which are the Brand- 
enburg gate and the French embassy. 
Going through the Brandenburg gate, 
one finds oneself in the Thiergarten. 
Passing by the column of Victory, one 
soon comes to an immense palace 
whose heavy architecture is a little out 
of keeping with the atmosphere of 
this aristocratic section. ‘This palace 
headquarters of the German 
General Staff. You would never 
guess it, if you did not know. There 
is nothing unusual about the building. 
In front of it there is no sentinel; in- 
side, no corporal’s guard.

ed porter walks back and forth in 
front of the door. Only important 
officials are allowed to use this door. 

The small fry use the other door, 
which faces the Herwarthstrasse—to 
give all details. On the second floor 
of this building are the offices of the 
German Secret Service. 

-If these details don’t convince my 
colleagues on the other side of the 
Rhine, I can easily add to them. For 
instance, in the anti-French section, 
there are five officers—a director and 
four assistants. And I could give 
their names. Let us walk into this 
room. It is a large room, furnished 
with a desk, two tables and a few 
chairs. 

A huge steel cabinet takes up one 
whole side of the wall. In it are kept 
all documents—collections of papers, 
maps, photographs, etc.—that have 
to do with the French army and navy. 
Pasted on that cabinet is the sign, 
“In case of fire, save this first!” 
There is a door in the wall opposite 


its official headquarters at the Thiex 
garten, in Berlin, was the most gi- 
gantic system for espionage imagin- 
able. .

The Secret Service, made up out of 
whole cloth and put into working or- 
der by the spy Stieber, who died in 
1892, comprises three distinct 
branches: (1) The political branch; 
(2) The military branch; (3) The 
naval branch.

If 1 tell my German 
colleagues—for I am positive they 
do not know it—that the headquar- 
ters of this branch of the service is in 
the room directly above the one that 
I have just described, perhaps they 
will recognize that, once again, we 
are, to say the least, quite as well in- 
formed about such matters as they. 

Do they want still another proof? 

1 have already remarked that the 
palace of the German General Staff 
faced the Thiergarten, and that the 
most imposing entrance to the build- 
ing was on that side. I did not, how- 
ever, mention the fact that side by 
side with this door is another, very 
small, discreet and unimposing. . . . 
At the present time there is just one 
man in all Germany who has the right 
to use that door—and that man is 
General von Seeckt, commander-in- 
chief of the German army. 

Formerly, that is, before the armis- 
tice, the Emperor himself was the 
only German who might use it. Un- 
known io anyone, he would use that 
door when he went to the offices of 
the German General Staff to give his 
orders. It was after having left the 
building through this door that, one 
fine morning in August, 1914, he de- 
clared war on France.

political branch was directly attached 
to the Emperor’s Cabinet. At pres 
ent it is under the control of the Min 
ister of Foreign Affairs—at least to 
outward appearances it is—and it 
comprises as many Sections as there 
are countries in the world.

He had VM) 
rolled them up and 
hidden them under 
the tobacco in_ his 
pipe. This was a 
favorite place for 
concealing papers 
by the agents of 
the Thiergarten as 
it had the added 
advantage that, if 
they thought them- 
Selves in danger, 
they had only to 
light their pipes to 
destroy all evidence 
of their crime. 

We had been 
warned about that 
trick, and usually 
we succeeded in 
stopping them in 
time. Eventually 
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the Germans realized that we were 
on to their little pipe stunt, so they 
promptly invented another that we 
had much trouble discovering. 

When he had information -of some 
sort to get back to Germany—a re- 
port, map, sketch or something of 
that sort—the spy, using a special 
ink, would copy this information out 
on a piece of mica thinner than a 
cigarette paper. He would then glue 
this on to the lenses of his glasses. 
Whoever invented the ‘‘glasses trick” 
was a genius. No one will ever know 
how much damage he did! 

That was not bad, but the Germans 
eventually went it one better. By 
means of special equipment, they 
were able to glue on to their finger- 
nails and toenails photographic copies 
of important documents. Then, hav- 
ing covered both with a polish such as 
is used by manicures, they were quite 
willing to submit to any search... . 


But even that, although I'll admit. 


it was clever, wasn’t good for long. 
The agents of the Reich kept falling 
into our hands just as they had before.

ciphered and read by us on the way, 
one of the most important of the Ger- 
man spies in England proposed the 
‘Sheet of music trick’”’ to his chiefs.

arsenic obtained trom sheep u:p and 
that this poison was: administered by 
his wife with intent to murder him. 
He pointed out that, unlike other 
crimes of violence, In a polson case 
one cannot overlook the possibility 
that the poison may have been selt- 
administered. 

He did not need to explain in that 
region exactly what sheep dip is. Most 
Americans would have to look up the 
term in a dictionary-to learn that it is 
a solution in which sheep are immers- 
ed to cure the itch. It contains arse- 
nic and sulphur. 

Sir Bovd dwelt upon the fact that 
when sheep dip is mixed with water 
the arsenic becomes easily dissoluble 
whereas the sulphur does not. In 
other words, the sulphur can be sep- 
arated. He stated that large quanti- 
ties of arsenic were found a Pace's 
body, but no sulphur. 

“One can easily understand any 
one seeking to poison a victim with 
arsenic taking care not to put se on 
his guard by giving something which 
was indicative of sheep dip ty the 
presence of quantities of sulphur,’’ he 
said. ‘On the reese’ hand it is not so 
clear why a man intent upon suicide 
by taking sheep dip would trouble 
himself to get rid of the sulphur.’ 

He told the jury that if they were 
satisfied that arsenic was administer- 
ed in such a form that there was no 
sulphur with it, and that the man was 
not in a position, at any rate during 
the forty-eight hours before death, to 
get-rid of the sulphur himself, ‘‘there 
is an end to the theory of suicide. ee 

Helped the Police Trace Articles. 

sir Boyd stated, further, that there 
was evidence to the effect that the 
accused woman had time and again 
during the three years _ preceding 
Pace’s death sworn that she would 
poison her husband. 

It may have been, he added, that 
these were mere caves of bravado 
uttered under provocation of some in- 
cident of brutalitv, ‘“‘but in. connec- 
tion with a charge of this sort it can- 
not be entirely overlooked that she 
has used such words. 

Pace became violently i the 
night of July 23, 1927, co winaed the 
prosecutor, and some time after, 
when. his aceite came to see him, he 
asked tor water, but put the c eth down 
saving he 6 tli not drink it.

When Pace’s brother came to the 
house Mrs. Pace asked, “Do you 
think he has been taking something? ” 
The prosecutor told the jurymen taat 
they should ask themselves how it 
happened that that suggestion of selt- 
poisoning should have been made by 
the prisoner. He said the prosecution 
acknowledged that Mrs. Pace had 
been most helptul throughout the in- 
vestigation, but he submitted that this 
helpfulness had a sinister significdnce. 

She had helped the police tO trace 
the various articles which had been 
found, and in particular she had hand- 
ed them one packet of sheep dip. Two 
months after -Pace’s death she had 
turned over to-the police an empty 
tin which had contained tablets, say- 
ing, “I found this in the cupboard. | 
remember him saying to me, If vou 
are tired of life take one of these and 
you will well. die.” 

Formal evidence was given 
the purchase of sheep dip by P: 
the prisoner during the previou 
months. 

Leslie Pace, nine-yea*-old

He also brought 
out that Mrs. Porter had been the 
mother of an illegitimate son who had 
shot himself in March, 1927, while 
of an unsound mind. The witness 
said she kad not known that this son 
had died. 

So ended the first day. 

Mrs. Pace on leaving Shire hall was 
given a remarkable demonstration. To 
avoid scenes in front of the courthouse 
she was taken from a rear exit, but 
the throng saw through the ruse. They 
cheered, clapped and waved their 
hands as the defendant whirled off in 


a taxicab. Mounted police held the 
mob back from the machine. 

Elton Pace, brother of the dead 
man, was the first witness when the 
case was reopened the next morn- 
ing. He testified emphatically that 
Mrs. Pace had often asserted she wish- 
ed to get rid of her husband. He said 
that one day in July, when he arriv- 
ed at the Pace house, he found the 
woman lying across her sick husband’s 
chest, and she was saying, “‘you will 
soon be dead. We shan’t see you 
much longer.”’ 

Testtmony Given by Relatrves. 

According to the witness, “‘she was 
impeding her husband’s breath.’’ He 
said he dragged Mrs. Pace off the 
prostrate herder. 

On cross-examiunation the witness 
stated he was cn good terms with the 
defendant, but Birkett made him ad- 
mit that Mrs. Pace had often forbade 
him to come to the house. ‘‘She told 
me that very often,*’ he said, ‘‘but: | 
did not mind it.’’ 

He said his brother was very fond 
of the defendant: he ‘‘could see no 
fault in her.’’ Her actual words about 
freeing herself of her husband were, 
he said—‘“If I get rid of the mingy 
old— I'll net marry again, but I’ll 
have a rare old time of it.”” And when 
Harry died and he (Elton) ran up- 
Stairs, the woman cried out, ‘‘Harry 
is dead! Harry is dead! I shall have 
the best coffin for him.” 

©. (By Birkett)—It was in con- 
sequence of your statement that the 
coroner stopped the funeral and or- 
dered the inquest? 


A.—It was, and I can see now I had 
good cause to do so. 


Mrs. Leah Pritchard, sister of the 
dead man, said she rarely visited the 
Pace home because she had not been 
on good terms with Mrs. Pace, but 
she testified that during the first week 
of her brother’s illness she noticed a 
bottle of medicine on the mantelpiece 
of his bedroom, and she complained 
that he did not appear to be taking 
any. Mrs. Pace said she didn’t think 
the medicme was doing him any good. 
Subsequeatly the witness did not see 
any mediciue anywhere in the house. 

Leonard Pace, another brother, told 
of Pace dipping the sheep. Birkett 
brought out that the herder had re- 
marked that he thought he had caught 
a chill while washing the animals. He 
said his brother did not want a second 
doctor called in because of the ex- 
pense. Harry, he said, was very fond 
of his money and did not like to part 
with it. 

So ended the second day. 

Mrs. Pace was given another ova- 
tion as she was driven to the court 
mext morning. The route from the 
prison gates was lined with people. 

Thousands crowded around the 
Shire hall and raised cheer after 
cheer. She smiled and waved her 
handkerchief. When the doors of the 
court opened there was a mad dash 
for seats. 

Dr. Charles Corson read a report 
of the post-mortem examination. The 
examination, he said, proved that 
Pace had died of arsenic poisoning. 

Insrector Bent, the next witness, 


said that he began to make inquiries 
into the death of the sheep herder oa 
January 11, and interviewed the pris- 
oner on the same day. Mrs. Pace gave 
a general outline of her husband’s ift 
ness, mentioning in particular the 
sheep dipping which preceded the ill- 
ness. 

She made a long statement, in the 
course of which she said she was mar- 
ried at the age of 17, that the mar- 
riage was most unhappy, that her 
husband started to beat her on the 
very first day they were married, and 
that he had beaten her throughout 
their married life. He beat her, she 
said, with a walking stick before her 


first child was born and also thrashed 
her with a wire rope. 


Mrs. Pace, said the witness, told 
him of the sheep dipping, of how her 
husband became ill, how she nursed 
him, and how he talked about doing 
away with. himself to get out of his 
misery. 

So ended the third day of the trial 
of Beatrice Pace. 

The police had made elaborate 
preparations to control the crowd, but 
they had their troubles. Constables 


for no reason at all and left her there 
all day while he went to work. After 
he untied her she ran away and he 
came after her, she said, with a gun. 

Mrs. Pace told of many other vio- 
lent, and in some instances apparent- 
ly insane acts of the deceased sheep 
herder. Her answer to the officer re- 
garding the manner in which Pace ac- 
quired the poison in his system was: 

“I certainly have not given him 
anything other than his ordinary and 
proper food, and, although he has 
been very cruel to me at times, | was 
very devoted to him and loved him to 
the end.”’ 

So ended the fourth day. 


On the fifth day, and the last, Pro- 
fessor Walker Hall, of Bristol college, 
testified that from the depositions of 
the witnesses and from his own obser- 
vations he was of the opinion that a 
dose of arsenic must have been taken 
between forty and twenty-one days 
prior to death and another between 
forty-eight hours and fourteen days. 
He said there was evidence of earlier 
damage by arsenic. 

“If sheep dip were taken in a pow- 
dered form it would be difficult to 
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Mrs. Pece at home with her children. 


stood shoulder to shoulder and held 
each other’s arms to form a barrier 
across the road. It was some time be- 
fore Mrs. Pace was allowed to emerge, 
so dense was the crowd. When she 
did appear there was a great cheering. 
There was no question but that she 
was an object of intense public sym- 
pathy. 

Four persons were injured im the 
rush for seats when the trial was re 
sumed the next morning. 

Turned Out Doors With Threat. 


Inspector Bent admitted that Mrs. 
Pace always seemed willing and ready 
to give every help in her power, and 
another officer testified that when 
Mrs. Pace was informed that the cor- 
oner had ordered a post-mortem ex- 
amination of the body the widow said, 
“I am very pleased.” It was also 
brought out that Mrs. Pace had pre 
viously appealed to the police to 
“‘speak to Harry.” 

‘“‘He has been up to his old tricks 
again,’ she Said. ‘“‘He turned us afl 
out of doors the other night and said 
he would shoot us.” 

Detective Inspector George Com 
nish, of Scotland Yard, related how 
he took a statement from Mrs. Pace 
at Coleford police station. Two 
months after the marriage, she totd 
him, Pace tied hér up to the bed post 


swallow,’ he said. ‘‘It would be easier 
to take if mixed with water. If sheep 
dip either in powdered form or mixed 
with water had been administered 
within forty-eight hours of death I 
should have expected to find traces 
of sulphur.” 

Birkett elicited from this witness 
and other medical witnesses that it 
was not impossible that a person en- 
gaged in dipping sheep might absorb 
small quantities of arsenic. either 
through a cut or through food which 
had been touched by unwashed hands. 
He also brought out that when arsenic 
has passed through the body the toxic 
damage remains. 

The examination of these medical 
witnesses, and their cross-examination 
by the attorney for the defense, con- 
cluded the case for the Crown, and a 
hush fell over the crowded court as 
Birkett rose to open the case for the 
defendant. He said: 

“I desire to submit to your lordship 
that there is scarcely a case to go to 
the jury. The solicitor general in 
opening the case said he must pro- 
duce evidence to prove that the dead 
man was poisoned by arsenic from 
sheep dip and administered by the 
presoner with intent to murder, but a 
possibility net to be overlooked was 
that the arsenic might be self-admin- 
istered. 
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“He said further that ‘The burden 
of proof is on the prosecution. Suspi- 
cion will not do. Guess-work will 
not do.’ 

“I was grateful to my friend for 
that clear exposition of the matter so 
far as it affects the prosecution. 

‘“My submission, now that the evi- 
dence of the Crown has been put for- 
ward, is that there is clearly no case 
to go before the jury. I put it on this 
ground: there is no evidence of ad- 
ministration of arsenic by the pris 


oner. None! The fact that there its 
arsenic in the body, the fact of the 
quantity of arsenic in the body, and 
the effect on the organs—all these 
matters of science are consistent with 
self-administration. 


“The burden is on the Crown and 
they must prove administration.” 


Not Guilty Verdict. 


He went on to deal with the ques- 
tion of who else had an opportunity 
to administer. He said the fact that 
it was said the prisoner alone prepared 
the dead man’s food would not do. 

“On this vital point—Who did it?, 
—the Crown is silent.” 


Mr. Justice Horridge, the presiding 
judge, addressing the solicitor general, 
said: “I am inclined to agree with 
Mr. Birkett that there is nothing 
Stronger than suspicion in this case 
i should lke to have your view on 
the subject.” 

Sir Boyd said he contended that the 
Crown had not failed in the proof of 
anything. He pointed out that “‘it ts 
very difficult in advocating the case 
to be quite sure that one’s views are 
not colored to some extent by ad- 
vocacy.”” And further—‘“If I unders 
Stand your lordship rightly—that you 
have some doubt as to whether there 
is more than suspicion, more than 
guess-work—I have nothing more to 
say.” 

Said the judge—‘‘This case has 
now been fully investigated. No case 
could have been.conducted with more 
scrupulous fairness than the prosecu- 
tion has conducted this case.’”’ Then 
to the jury— 

“I ask you to return a verdict of 
not guilty.” 

The clerk of the court—‘“‘Are you 
agreed on your verdict?” 

The foreman—‘‘We are!” 

“How say you?” 

“Not guilty!” 

Crowd Cheers Wildly. 


Por a moment the defendant did 
not realize what had happened. She 
remained seafed, apparently stunned. 
Then her counsel spoke to her and 
ro face broke into smiles. She was 
ree. 


Outside the crowd cheered wildly. 
Women clasped one another by the 
hands and some wept. Mrs. Pace cok 
lapsed, but was quickly revived. Her 
passage and that of her attorney was 
a triumphal procession. Elton Pace, 
brother of the dead man, was given 
a police escort. 

The next day the “tragic widow,” 
as she was called, visited her old cot- 
tage at Fetter Hill. Elton Pace was 
working in his quarry as the car pass- 
ed. Mrs. Pace saw him, smiled and 
nodded. 

Elton Pace rested on his pick and 
looked stonily at his brother’s widow. 

The question of whether Mrs, Pace 
should be compensated by the govern- 
ment for the ordeal through which she 
had passed was raised the following 
day in the house of commons, but the 
attorney general pointed out that the 
woman had been acquitted by a jury 
after a very careful and admittedly 
fair trial. He said that in the inter- 
ests of justice generally it was ‘‘most 
undesirable that any proposal for 
compensation should be entertained.”

ECENT events again have focussed 
upon Mexico the attentiay of the 
United States—not only of our gen- 

eral public, but particularly of the large and 
increasing number of merchants and manu- 
facturers, bankers and investors interested 
in the potentialities of that country, and 
especially its trade prospects during the 
transitional period which it now faces. 

Whenever two American exporters meet 
these days, their conversation is practically 
certain to get around to the question “How 
about Mexico?” In a surprisingly large num- 
ber of cases, if there is an experienced “Mex- 
ican trader’ in the group, he is likely to 
startle the others by saving that “he hasn't 
lost a dollar there through bad credits for 
twenty-five years!’ 

That was the observation olf the nianager 
of a large Kansas City concern which has 
long been active below the Rio Grande.’ But 
he can be matched with any number of 
others. of course, who have lost,°and lost 
heavily, in Mexican transactions. What is 
the reason? Just what are the circumstances 
which determine success or failure in Mexi- 
can trade? How seriously have its prospects 
been impaired by the turbulent era since 
Diaz? Is it the danger zone that so many of 
our business men seem to believe? 

It is difficult to approach so highly con- 
tentious a subject, as anything connected 
with Mexico inevitably is these days, with- 
out seeming to enter upon a partisan discus- 
sion. Obviously no phase of the Mexican 
situation can be completely appraised with- 
out some attention to most of the other ma- 
jor social, political and economic problems 
that have sorelv perplexed that republic in 
recent years. 

For the purposes ot tue present discussion, 
however, let us confine our attention strictly 
to commerce—and leave out of consideration 
those formidable ‘ssues in which the politi- 
cal and diplomatic elements still predomin- 
ate, even though the problem in each case 1s 
fundamentally economic. The ~ petroleum 
problem, property rights, labor laws, taxa- 
tion and fiscal policy are all of this more 
complicated character, with ramifications 
that extend far beyond the limits of this 
question of Mexico’s trade, even though each 
of them touches it at certain points. 

Mexico’s entry into the world of commerce 
dates back to her very beginnings. Her 
trade is a bright, almost fantastic thread 
which runs through the entire fabric of her 
picturesque, often lurid, history. There are 
strange and not entirely improbable tales of 
Chinese traders visiting the West Coast far 
back before the time of Cortez. And the 
first concern, of course, of that doughty war- 
rior and his companions was to develop the 
export of Mexican products, particularly 
precious metals. The brilliant passages ot 
Lew Wallace's “Fair God” and the tascinat- 
ing pages of Prescott give us countless pic- 
turesque details of the beginnings of that 
commerce, not simply in minerals, but in 
such hitherto unknown products as 
the name of whose principal derivative, 
chocolate, shows by its Aztec origin the coun- 
try which first endowed the world with that 
delectable sweetmeat. 

Though Mexico has always been thought 
of as specializing upon minerals and mineral 
products in its commerce—gold and silver in 
the earlier days and petroleum more recently 
—nevertheless, it has made the world its 
debtor for many other specialties, one of the 
latest on the list being that valuaole hard 
fibre, henequin or sisal, to whic® every can-

exceeded 70 per cent, which is the 
highest figure of “saturation” of 
American goods in any major market 
in the world. 


It would seem, then, that in spite 
of the supposed hostility and susp 
cions of many Mexican groups against 
the United States and in spite of vari- 
ous legislative measures and adminis- 
trative devices which have hampered 
our trade, it enjoys a materially in- 
creased prestige over the previous 
years and over our Eurepe*n rivals, 
who have now had a decade in which 
to rehabilitate their position in that 
market. 

This would seem to put an efiective 
gquietus on that recurring lament that 
‘‘we have no chance against recover- 
ing Europe because of her racial and 
cultural affiliations with Mexico.” As 
a matter of fact, the American racial 
element predominates in Mexico over 
the European by about 75 or 80 per 
cent. So far as consumer sentiment is 
concerned, therefore, European mer- 
chants are likely to encounter a type 
of demand.which is far stranger to 
them than it is to many of our ow 
merchants familiar with trade in our 
eastern and southwestern states. Thea, 
too, there is the mournful cry that 
Europe will soon threaten our com 
mercial position in that market be- 
cause her nationals dominate so many 
lines of business in Mexico—the Eng- 
lish in banking, the Germans in haré& 
ware retaning, the Spaniards in gro- 
Ceries, the French in dry goods and 
notions, and so on. 

A second weakness of our commes- 
cial effort south of the Rio Grande has 
been the tendency toward concentra- 
tion in Mexico City and the assign- 
ment of the whole of the republic to 
agents in the capital. This might 
work satisfactorily where the repre- 
sentation thus chosen is a large con- 
cern with many branches throughout 
the country. But there are many ma- 
jor trade areas beyond that immedi- 
ately tributary to the capital which 
frequently can be cultivated more ef- 
fectively from other centers. For 
example, there is the West Coat, 
whose major distribution point & 
Mazatlan; its isolation from Mexice 
City has only recently been bridged 
by the completion of the first railway 
line from the capital to the Pacific 
Then there is the northern tier of 
states, with Monterey as the leading 
industrial and commercial center, 
which for many purposes is more 
readily covered from Kansas City and 
our Texas cities. And lastly, there is 
the Yucatan, the Gulf littoral, and the 
sub-tropical southern states for which 
Merida, Vera Cruz and Tampico are 
the principal centers, all quite acces 
sible from our Gulf ports. 


Another factor they must watch is 
the likelihood of the increasing com- 
tifion of native Mexican industries. 
he new regime will introduce much 
more of this elem-cnt, and the way for 
competing imports will ceriainiy be 
made harder. Mexico, already one of 
the two or three leaders among Latin- 
American nations in manufaciurers, is 
blest with ample hydro-electric and 
fuel possibilities to improve this posi- 
tion even further. She already 1s sup- 
piying most of her needs in cneap cot- 
ton goods, shees, leather, paper, hats, 
steel, soap and many other lines, all 
of wich once fivured conspicuously 
in her imports. According to rough 
estimates, more than $300,000,000 
is now invested in her factories, much 
eof this coming fr m the United $.a es. 
Basically, then, there is no need 
for grave alarm as to the possibilities 
of inroads by our European rivals. The 
major factor of uncertainty is, of 
course, the restoration of general po- 
litical, economic and social stability 
throughout the republic. The growth 
of the commerce between the two 
countries in spite of the disruptions 
of that stability is a significant har- 
binger of what is to come as soon as 
more tranquil conditions are prevalent 
and the way is open for active and 
mutually advantageous trading. 

The fundamental elements for a 
barge and enduring growth of com- 
merce are inherent in Mexico and her 
people, and in that development our 
Own experience just a few decades 
ago in the commercial ard industrial 
evolution of areas in the Southwest- 
ern and Western states, presenting 
strikingly similar conditions, should 
afford a valuable basis upon which 
will be erected the enduring edifice of 


trade between the two republics.

Curie isolated 
radium, a well-known physicist came 
to me and said: “This newly discov- 
ered substance gives off heat—that 
means all the laws of physics are 
wrong and my life work has been 
thrown away.’

Then Rutherford and others took 
up the task, showed that rays were 
given off from radium, and finally 
showed that an actual gas was pro- 
cured, and that this gas was one 
which had been first discovered in the 
sun and recently found in our own at- 
mosphere. They counted these gas 
particles which came from the radium 
by one of the most ingenious pieces 
of apparatus ever invented, and then 
an Englishman working quietly in a 
laboratory in Cambridge, showed that 
these particles could be made visible 
as they bumped around the molecules 
of the air in a glass tube. Thus for 
the first time it was proved that an 
atom could -break a into tragments 
which could be made visible.

hitherto unknown had yielded to the 
ingenuity of the human mind.

reverent than Newton, who after a

have not lost their faith, 
the littles ones cry out in despair? 

It is all due to a misunderstanding. 
Science has nothing to do, as I have 
said, but study the laws of the uni- 
verse with the senses, aided by the 
imagination in forming theories for 
purely working purposes. If in in- 
vestigating the brain of an animal it 
is found that the removal of a cer- 
tain portion prevents that animal 
from moving his foreleg, or if a hu- 
man being ceases to have intelligence 
and sinks to the level of a beast be- 
cause there has been a hemorrhage in 
a certain portion of the brain, does 
this prove that the brain is the only 
thing and that there is no soul? 

Not at all. It shows only that the 
brain is the means by which the. soul 
communicates with the outer world. 
The brain is a filing and telephone 
system which runs automatically 
when supplied with blood. Fortunate- 
ly most of the things which we do 
are reflex. Part of the brain is a 
labor-saving device by which we can 
live, digest our food, sleep and walk 
about. 

But there is a higher part of the 
brain which does think and which is 
not a simple reflex, which carries all 
of the musical, artistic and _ poetic 
aspirations and emotions and all of 
those special qualities of the spirit 
which distinguish man from an earth- 
worm. The architecture of the brain 
cells, in which all our impressions are 
stored does not-differ very much be- 
tween the genius,-the idiot or the 
lower animal: it is the number of 
these cells and the extraordinary com- 
plexity of their interconnections that 
characterize the human brain; but 
that science has yet found a method 
for seeing the soul by merely exam- 
ining the house tn) wiicn it lives 1s 
foolish. 

We may pheno chemically, but 
we analyze only dead material. The 
processes of nature may be-stimulat- 
ed in curious ways.- The sea urchin 
can be produced trom an unfertilized 


egg by changing the composition of 
the sea water in which it grows, but it 
is not a very good sea urchin, at best, 
A frog may be produced by puncture 
ing an unfertilized egg with a sharp 
needle, but it is a poor sort of frog 
that results. In other words, it is 
sometimes simple to arouse unknown 
forces, to set in motion unknown 
processes and thus produce something 
which is merely an imitation of. nae 
ture’s own product. The scientist may 
measure the activities of the brain 
and may study its reactions. He 
mav conduct intelligence tests, but all 
he is doing is testing the efficiency of 
the automatic telephone system 
through which the soul sends its mes 
sages to the outer world. 

The scientist forgets too often thats 
his laws are merely momentary states 
ments of what we now know. The! 
views of the great physicists om 
physics are final for the moment. His! 
views on whether there is a soul an 
a higher power above us, or an aftera# 
life, have no more value than those o 
the simplest human creature. 

While there is no reason why 
professor even of physics should nog§ 
be permitted to air his views on pr 
hibition and finance, or even on chil& 
welfare, and express his feelings cone; 
cerning life now and hereafter, the 
fact that he is a competent physicis€ 
gives him no private knowledge cone! 
cerning matters of which physics 
knows nothing, questions which are, 
afler all, matters of faith: and fait 
is. for the individual and his relatio 
with those infinite powers of th 
divine which cannot be weighed nog 
measured. 

How can the man_ of science, 
knowing that the movement of one 
atom sets up a disturbanee which’ 
reaches in the course of years the fa 
distance of space, and being absorbe 
there may then start up a neve 
process which will in course of timé 
come here to earth again—how ca 

such a man deny the probability « 
similar radiation of spiritual e1 lerg 
and the necessary implication of int 
mortality ?
